The tad fact is you can be an- 
derweigbt and overfat at the same 
time. 
A scientist from Cornell Univer­ 
sity’s Graduate School of Nutri­ 
tion described advanced studies 
en body weight today to toe 
American Institute of Nutrition. 
A scientific team working under 
Dr. J. H. Fryer found thk if a 
young man reaches an “ideal 
weight** at age 20 and never puts 
en another ounce, he will at least 
double his body fat content by 
age OO—at the expense of lost 
muscle and other lean tissues. 
Where does the excess fat go? 
Dr. Fryer suspects it is de­ 
posited internally ae well as un­ 
der the skin. 
The study involved OO men of 
age OO and over and in good gen 
oral health. It stemmed from the 


casual observation of toe body 
composition of a 63-year-old man 
who hod been to. 
The man had lost 25 pounds, 
presented e wasted appearance, 
and was about 30 pounds under 
what had been regarded as the 
Ideal weight for his age. 
A series of tests disclosed, how­ 
ever, that he still had almost 
twice as much fat in hie body as 
a well-nourished young man of 
ideal weight for the same height 
Dr. Pryer Bald the study showed 
that a reduction in body spec! 
gravity-more tat in proportion to 
lean tissue—"is apparently almost 
inevitable with increased age.**

The attention of surveyors, en­ 
gineers and historians all over the 
nation will center on East Liver­ 
pool this fall for a ceremony mark­ 
ing the 175lh anniversary of the 
placing of a marker that served 
as the point of beginning for mark­ 
ing out "the greatest subdivision 
on earth," the western p u b l i c 
lands of the United States 
Preparations for the observance 
moved ahead Sunday when two 
representatives of the American 
Congress of Surveying and Map­ 
ping came to East Liverpool to 
visit the obscure spot near the 
riverfront at the Ohio-Pennsylvan­ 
ia state line where the marker was 
placed. 
Ralph Moors Berry of the Col­ 
lege of Engineering at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan and W B. Wil­ 
liams. a civil engineer at Grand 
Rapids, met with City Engineer 
George S Bloomgren. H B. Barth, 
curator of the East Liverpool His­ 
torical Society Museum, and Atty. 
William H. Vodrey Jr., a regional 
historian. 
The “point of beginning’’ was 


established on Aug 20. 1785. by a 
party of surveyors who "set a 
stake on the flat, the north side 
of the Ohio River.” 


WHAT ONCE WAS a spot in an 
Indian-infested wilderness and papt 
of the public lands that soon would 
be offered for sale to help a debt- 
ridden national government now is 
a flat stretch of leveled slag fill 
that lies just a few hundred feet 
below Harvey Ave The stake that 
the survey party drove long since 
has disappeared and Bloomgren 
said the best evidence indicates 
that it was a wooden marker that 
would have rotted away within a 
few years at best. 
Still standing near the site is a 
heavy granite monument that was 
erected in 1881 by a joint commis­ 
sion appointed by the states of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio to remark 
the boundary line between the two 
states.

The wTiter of the letter—who feels

pies of the Ohio Penitentiary News, publish­ 
ed at Columbus, 
In one, an anonymous industrialist bluntly 
expresses his views in an article entitled 
“ I Won’t Hire An Ex-Convict” . The second 
copy of The News contains a reply by an 
inmate—well 
written—entitled 
"Why N o t 
Hire Ex Cons?” 
Each writer makes key points. And each 
leaves no doubt as to the sincerity of his 
convictions. 
The question h?s many ramifications. In 
our viewpoint, it would be folly to declare 
without reservation: “All ex-convicts should 
be rçhired" just as it would be to say "No 
ex-convicts should be rehirtd” . 
The more sensible approach seems to be 


to weigh the cases on an individual basis, 
and act accordingly. If lnvesti|ation stiows 
that a convict has paid the price for his 
crkne and has given every indication that 
he is prepared to rejoin society on a proper 
footing, there seems to be no reason why he 
shouldn’t be given consideration for employ­ 
ment. Such things as the degree of the or­ 
iginal crime and the character change in 
the individu?!, if any, cwtainly should enter 
into the picture. 
There’s this about it, when a man Is re­ 
leased from prison he shouldn’t be for<» d 
back into his past habits simply because no 
one is interested in bis future. The oppor­ 
tunity sh<Mjld be there if circumstances war­ 
rant. 
Hundreds of ex-convicts have proven that 
ftey can accept the responsibility thst goes 
with a life within the law. 
And it should be pointed out that not only 
those behind bars have their questionable 
side. Almost daily the press wires carry 
stories of those outside of priswi who have 
gone astray in cme way or ttie other. 
We agree with the writer tbrt every pos­ 
sible consideration should be given the ex- 
convkt.

Few many months the representa­ 
tives of the world’s three major 
nuclear powers have been haggling 
at Geneva over the effectiveness 
of a policed ban on nuclear test­ 
ing. 
The chief biock to an accord has 
been the question of underground 
testing—c o ^ such subsurface ex­ 
plosions be detected? Could a nu­ 
clear explosion in a huge,| deep 
cave be identified as such and not 
be confused with the seismic evi­ 
dences of an earthquake? 
So after many oentures, caves 
are again in the forefront of mili­ 
tary affairs. 
At the dawn of human history, 
these natural fortresses, concealed 
deep in the flank of mountains or 
hillsides, were the object of a mil- 
lenial struggle. At first it was be­ 
tween cave bears, their original 
discoverers and thick-limbed huge- 
he a d e d Neanderthal men who 
wielded flaming torches against 
the big bruins. 
Later, the fight was between toe 
human-f I e s b-eating Neanderthal 
plug ugMes and the gigantic Cro- 
Magnons, who poured into Europe 
frcMn a mysterious southwesterly 
homelsNod. 
Still later, in the 14th century, 
the forces of Queen Tamara of 
Georgia, using the, network of com­ 
municating caverns of the Cauca­ 
sian country as a war base, suc- 
ces^ully defended their mountain­ 
ous 
realm 
againjrf the 
M(Migol 
hordes of Tamerlane. 


IN MODERN TIMES, caves have 
been important oirfy to spetogo- 
gists, explorers and archaeologists. 
But today, due to the rapid ad­ 
vance of technology, military sci­ 
ence has gone a full circle and 
caves—big. deep caves—are again 
a serious asset in power politics. 
It’s because of the possibility 
of muffling nuclear explosions by 
carrying them out underground in 
huge, secluded chambers 
American and British atomic sci­ 
entists, ballistic experts, seismolo­ 
gists and mming engineers have 
supplied information on the fre- 
quwvcy and the intwistty of earth­ 
quakes in ihfferent parts <rf the 
world and toe reduction which the 
air cushion inside an underground 
compartment effects in the com­ 
motion caused by an explosion. 


MiUio n Qua kes A Yea r 
The number of quakes each year 
of sufficient intensity to be regis­ 
tered by a network of seismographs 
is estimated at around a million 
About 15,000 (rf them are f a l ­ 
low earthquakes with seismic amp­ 
litudes equivalent to those produc­ 
ed by detonating l.OOO tons or more 
TNT. About 5,000 are equal to o r 
greater than a five kiloton (5,000 
tons TNT) blast And some 2.000 
tremors earti year are equivalent 
in force to a 20 kiloton blast or 
more—the force of the Hiroshima 
bomb. 
Informatkm gathered from the 
Rainier and Hardtack atomic tests 
in 1957 and 1958 in Nevada showed 
that not only the telltable radio­ 
activity resultant from a nuclear 
expk>si(Mi CM be contained under­ 
ground but its very commotion 
can be muffled effectively 
A mathematical formula express­ 
ing tois muffling indicates, for in­ 
stance. that a Hiroshima-size blast, 
if carried out in the so-called Big 
Room or the Carlsbad Caverns, in 
the Guadalupe range <rf New Mex­ 
ico, would be so muffled as to 
yield a seismic signal equivalent.

If toe whole of the energy yielded 
by toe atomic explosMMi were to 
be in the form of mechanical en­ 
ergy instead of being mainly heat 
and if toe rock formations above 
and below were of absolute hard­ 
ness, then the blast would lift the 
mass of rock immediately above— 
s o m e billion tons—but only by 
about an inch. 
However, in practice even toe 
mechanical energy of the blast is 
qui(*ly transformed into heat by 
the cushioning action of the air 
mass and of the rock waUs, which 
heat tremendously—as a nail heats 
under a hamm er blow 
A further fact brought out by 
the 
experts is 
that 
cavities of 
equivalent value to that of the Big 
Room or even better ones for muf­ 
fling atomic blasts, could be creat­ 
ed in a couple of years at a cost 
of between 10 million and 20 mil­ 
lion dollars each and could be re­ 
used a number of times. In fact, 
a number of such artificial caverns 
have already been created in the 
United States and are used to 
store oil. 


Deep Giv es Necessa ry 
But evM this delay and expense 
could be dispensed with by powers 
sedcing to carry out secret tests 
and possessing sufficiently large 
and sufficiently deep natural caves. 
There are more than 1,300 known 
caves in the United States and 
Aladra and some of them have 
chambers larger tha i the Carlsbad 
Big Room. 
Similarly, some of the world’s 
biggest caves especially in New 
Zealand—\m ild be available to toe 
British if they widied to carry out 
secret atomic tests, while France 
coirid use the great caves of the 
Sahara. 
Russian and Chinese jcaves also 
are numbered in thousands and 
some of them are known to con­ 
tain very large chambers. Perhaps 
the largest of these are in the 
Szechwan 
Province of 
southern 


China in one of which Prof, Von 
Kö nigsw aid found the bones of 14- 
feet-tall "m en” who lived in those 
parts a million years ago. The 
Rural Mountains and the Caucasus 
also are known to have large cav­ 
erns. 
Unf(M-tunately, from the Western 
point of view, the available infor­ 
mation on Russian and Qiinese 
caves come principally frwn a rch­ 
aeologists, who are mainly inter­ 
ested in the remnants of jM-ehis- 
Jo ric civ iliza tio ns and in btw ^ of 
privitive men found in those under- 
eau h habitations but relatively lit­ 
tle in the size of the various com­ 
partments. 
However, it is known that one of 
those compariments—the “Cham­ 
ber of Giants” in the Ablaskhira 
Cave, in Abkhazia (Caucasus)—is 
big enough 
a>n d deep enough to 
mirffle an explosion of several kilo- 
tona of TNT or of its irfutoniufn 
€ <|uivalent. 


NEVERTHELESS, in ttiis con­ 
test fw large caves, the Wwt would 
probably hold consideratrfe advan­ 
tage, thanks mainly to the San 
Pedro Cave in toe Bolivian Andes, 
the biggMt and deepest known and 
e n a ble of muffling n(rf CMily the 
kiloton explosions of mere atomic 
bombs but evwi toe megaton blasts 
of the biggest hydrogen bombs 
im-o- 
duced to date. 
The San Pedro cave li^ under ^ 
toe Illampu Mcmntain and its only 
known entrance is near the little 
settlement of Sorata. Its biggest 
chamber is so large that even the 
biggest searchlights that could be 
brought in thro u^ Its exiguous en­ 
trance could not reach its ceiling. 
It is crossed by a stream and 
a lake and a French Jesuit who 
sailed 141 toat stream fouiKi tbe 
cave extending into the very heart 
of the huge mountain. There an 
toon grillwork, typical of toe 17th 
century Spanish w rou^t-iroo-lat­ 
tice work, bsKTed his progress to­ 
ward toe far end.

Almost daily toe prest wires carry 
stories of those outside of prison who hove 
tone astony in ooe way or the other.

For many months the represents- 
ti VM of the world’s Atm major 
nuclear powers have been haggling 
at Genova over the effectiveness 
of a policed ban on nuclear tast­ 
ing. 
Tho chief block to an accord b u 
bom tho question of underground 
testing—coted md) subsurface ex­ 
plosions bo detected? Could a nu­ 
clear explosion ta a huge* deep 
cava bo identified as such and not 
bo confused with tho osismic evi­ 
dences of an earthquake? 
So after many centure*, caves 
art again in tho forefront of mili­ 
tary affairs. 
At tho .dawn of human history, 
these natural fortresses, concealed 
deep in the flank of mountains or 
hillsides, wore tho object of a mti- 
lenial struggle. At first it was be­ 
tween cave bears, their original 
discoverers and thick-limbed buge- 
h e a d e d Neanderthal mon who 
wielded flaming torches against 
the big bruins. 
Later, too fight was between toe 
human-f I os beating Neanderthal 
plug ngMes and too gigantic Cro- 
Magnons, who poured into Europe 
from a mysterious southwesterly 
homeland. 
Still later, la tot 14th century, 
the force* of Queen Tamara of 
Georgia, using the network of com­ 
municating caverns of tho Cauca­ 
sian country at a war base, suc­ 
cessfully defended their mountain­ 
ous realm against the Mongol 
hordes of Tamerlane. 


IN MODERN TIMES, caves have 
bern important roly to spetogo- 
’ gists, explorers and archaeologists. 
But today, due to tho rapid ad­ 
vance of technology, military sci­ 
ence has gone a full circle and 
caves-hig, deep caves—are agrin 
a serious asset in power politics. 
It’s because of the possibility 
of muffling nuclear explosions by 
carrying them out underground ta 
huge, secluded chambers. 
American and British atomic sci­ 
entists, ballistic experts, seismolo­ 
gists and mining engineers have 
supplied information on the fre­ 
quency and tho intensity of earth­ 
quakes ta different parts of tile 
world and the reduction which the 
air cushion inside an underground 
compartment effects in tho com­ 
motion caused by an explosion. 
Million Quakes A Year 
The number of quskee each year 
of sufficient intensity to be regis­ 
tered by a network of seismographs 
it estimated at around a million. 
About IS,OOO of them ar* mal­ 
low earthquakes with rotamic amp­ 
litudes equivalent to those produc­ 
ed hy detonating 1,000 tons or more 
TNT. About 5,000 are equal to or 
greater thin a five kiloton (5,000 
trot TNT) blast. And some 2,000 
(remote each year are equivalent 
in force to a SO kiloton blast cr 
more—th* force of tho Hiroshima 
a 
a- 
Dorno. 
Information gathered from too 
Rainier and Hardtack atomic torts 
in 10S7 and 1090 in Nevada showed 
that not only the tiltable radio­ 
activity resultant from a nuclear 
explosion can be contained under­ 
ground but its vary commotion 
can ba muffled effectively. 
A mathematical formula express­ 
ing tote muffling indicates, for in­ 
stance, that a Hiroshima-size blart. 
if carried out in tho so-called Big 
Room or tho Carlsbad Caverns, ta 
tho Guadalupe tenge of Now Mex­ 
ico, would be so muffled at to 
yield a seismic signal equivalent 
to that af an explosion of SOO tons 
TNT- above ground. And such sig­ 
nals ar* not sufficient to allow 
experts to locate them, even if 
they rood mo seismographs ta 
tho immediate vicinity of tho Mart. 


THE CARLSBAD Big Room is 
4,000 fort long, OM foot wide and 
MO fort high rod the mass of 
rod! above it is about 800 feet 
thick.

But ovm this delay rod expeoM

chairmsii of the convention host 
committee after losing a battle 
with Paul Butler, Democratic na-i 
tional chairman, over allocation 
of convention tickets.

Steubenville-Weirton Region 
Seen ‘Serious’ Jobless Spot 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ohio’s 
Job situation is considered general­ 
ly good by government specialists. 
In fact, they consider unemploy­ 
ment serious in only two places: 
Steubenville (Ohio)-Weirton 
(W. 
Va.) and Portsmouth-OhilHcothe. 
This is not, cf course, to say 
that most big industrial areae have 
no unemployment at all. But the 
Labor Department considers un­ 
employment 
"slight” 
when it 
amounts to less than 8 per erat 
of the working force. 
By that definition, these Ohio 
cities have "slight” unemploy­ 
ment: 
Akron, Canton, Cincinnati, Cleve­ 
land, Columbus, Dayton, Hamil- 
ton-Middletown, Lora in-Elyria, To­ 
ledo and Youngstown. 
Over the past few years, nearly 
all of those cities were in the 
serious category at one time or an­ 
other. 
As for the future, the Labor De­ 
partment is a little cautious. Ohio 
relies to a great extent on the 
prosperity of the automobile indus­ 
try tor its own economic health 
On this point, the department 


says bi a bulletin: "The unsettled 
outlook in autos apparently is al­ 
so being felt in the important 
steel industry, where a number of 
major producing center* were re­ 
porting cutbacks in orders, . .’’ 
However, an exception was not­ 
ed in the case of Lorain-Elyria, 
where a small gain is expected 
in employment to produce a new 
compact car. 
Along these same lines, some re­ 
duction in the production of auto 
components and parts is scheduled 
in Cleveland. In the same city, 
small gains are projected in air­ 
craft parts. 
Skilled workers, on the other 
hand, are in short supply in many 
areas of the nation. For example, 
there is a heavy demand for ma­ 
chine operators of all kinds in 
Cleveland and for welders in Co­ 
lumbus. 
Among the white collar person­ 
nel, the caD is for engineers. 
Specifically, there is a shortage 
of industrial engineers, Metallur­ 
gists and metallurgical engineers 
in Cleveland, and chemical en­ 
gineers in Toledo.

Teddy Roosevelt Dies 
WASHINGTON (AP) - William 
McKinley Mooney, 94, who obtain­ 
ed his job as booing instructor to 
President Theodore Roosevelt by 
flooring the chief executive in sn 
impromptu match, died Sunday. 
He will be buried in Steubenville, 
Ohio, his birthplace. 
Mooney, an amateur boxer, In­ 
structed Roosevelt in the manly art 
for two years. The impromptu 
match in which be knocked (town 
the President occurred during his 
first visit to Roosevelt’s office.

Some additional falling aff is 
atari production, but not a sharp 
drop, can ba expected this weak 
aa producers gear their output to 
reduced demands, especially those 
of automakers, Steel said. 
The magazine said th# situation 
will be balanced somewhat by sea­ 
sonal upturns in construction, can­ 
ning, oil drilling and railroad 
track work.
